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SIX-MONTHS SOLDIERS 

In the draft bill approved by the house 
armed aervlces committee and awaltlna; ac- 
tion on the floor, a six montha training period 
la propoaed under the universal military serv- 
ice program. 

This feature matches the time tpitn set 
forth m the Bcnate measure already passed, 
and coincides with the recommendations oi 
the defense department. 

But there's a real question whether six 
months Is suf Ilclant even for minimum train- 
ing of potential soldiers In this day of highly 
speclailied combat operations. It Is UJcely the 
defense department realizes this but has 
scaled down its demands to what It thought 
conferess would approve. 

A few years back a writer in the Infantry 
Journal, which reflects fairly well the most 
advanced mllllary opinion, declared that to- 
day It should take two years to make a 
good soldier out of the'average cltlun. Many 
. advocates of tJMBT have since urged that 
two years be the prescribed period of duty. 

Why should this be necessary? 

The answer Is In the changed character of 
warfare. As Fletcher Pratt points out in the 
current Atlantic Monthly, the Infantry li no 
longer a looae collection of men armed with 
rifles and machine guns. 

The whole trend of Infantry warfare has 
been toward a high degree of technical spe- 
cialization. Steadily the foot soldiers havfr 
been equipped with more and more weapons 
like the bazooica, the various types of recoil- 
Jess cannon, mortars, chemical explosives, 
even anti-aircraft guns. 

To make the best use of these weapons, 
the Infantry has now been divided Into 
smaller and more compact subordlnato imits 
which operate with a good deal of Independ- 
ence and self-reliance. Because the indl- 
Tldual unit's fire-power Is much greater than 
in the old Title and machine gun days, sol- 
diers dft^n mave out from under their pro- 
tective artillery cover. Their situation on the 
front may call (or daring and extreme re- 
sourcefulness. 

The meaning of- this trend Is plain. To un- 
derstand and operate the complex and varied 

Ieapqna ol todays warfare, a soldier needs 
oonildei^ble technical gra>p. Mechanical 
apiltudesuftrs for more lni[K>rtant than even 
Hi World *ar n. 

Moreover, a higher averase level of intelll-: 
gence Is required, since not only the weapons 
' but the tactical maneuvers employed by IBal 
Infantry call for sharp understanding and a 
power to fflal:e decisions. Particularly is 
there greater demand for men with leader- 
ship qualities, the break-up of the Infantry 
Into smaller units compels more soldiers to 
lead than ever before. 

In a word, the army of today la highly pro- 
fessional or It la nothing. Any training which 
. makea of the soldier something less than a 
professional is neither fair to him nor safe 
for the nation. The day la gone when we 
can keep a small standing army around 
which amateur citizen soldiers may rally In 
emergencies. If we try to do that, we will al- 
most certainly get only amateur results If 
our army Is put to the test

eace orouad Wuhlngton. 

No matter how hard they try to dignity 
these practices in our naUonal capital, the 
whole thing amounts to a type of govern- 
mental prostitution.

OBJECriVe, PEACE 
Sometimes the military mind, ao-ealtcd. Is less war- 
like and btoodthlnCy than tha thinking of certain hot- 
headed but Itl-lnlormed civilians. It Is tefreihUig to 
find Instances when generals or military experts point 
hat the true object of efficacy In arms Is not to 
ivars lor the sake ol killing but la to achieve and 
preserve peace. 

Oenerali Elsenhower and Bradley have expressed 
themselves along theae lines. Now comes admonition 
from a tQp-fUght military writer. Hanson W. Baldwin 
ot (be Haw York TJmw. Twice recently he hu adjured 
Americ^u to direct Ihdr strategy not merely toward 
nlillaiy victory but toward the kind ot victory that 
111 facilitate the keeping or making of a laillng peace. 
Ke warned against averrellance on atomic weapons, 
saying the A-bomb "has distinct mlUtary and political 
llabUltles." A strategy baaed primarily on Its supposed 
deatnjctlveness might "put the major emphasis on 
wbnlng the.war at the expense ot wltmlng the peace.' 
ml^ht concentrate "too much upon the strategy tor vte- 
tory and not enough upon the political alms ol victory." 
Again ha warns against" loose talk ot "licking" or 
pulverlilng" Russia, which connotes unlimited war 
>lmed at an Impoisltrie goal of annihilation or long 
subjugation. Instead, what is more feasible, he rea.-onj. 
Is defeat of Russia la a deliberately limited struggle 
where skllUut paycboloclcal, political, and economic rn- 
deavoT would be buttnascd by balanced air. sea, and 
Und power. 

This strategy, he emphasise*, should stress friendihlp 
tot tha Russian people while opposing the totaUtarlan- 
Lun of their leaden. It thould formulate Its peace ob- 
JecUvea and si>eak "In terms ot deterrents lo war rather 
than tha inevitability ot war." 

Such thinking deserves the widest possible attention 
—Christian Science Monitor.

The timid school child 1» usually 
known as a "good" child- He watches 
tho teacher'a face anxiously, I 
waya tho first to alt up tall with 
folded hands on the desk. 

This kind ot child ahould trouble 
10 teacher as much as does the 
who U alwaya last, who forever Is 
picking up his pencil or standing 
his head digging out some precit 
beJojijrlng Irom hii desk- Timidity Jj 
an indication of an unhealthy atl' 
lude of mind, of fear. Fear Is 
detriment to growth, to happiness. 
Far from being a sign of well being. 
It la likely to be the sign of Illness. 

When such a child Is discovered in 
a class, the wlio teaolier tries 
win hLi confidence and atfecUon. 
She mak(3 an occasion to stand I 
the child, smtic un him. give him 
pat on the shoulder, maybe whisper 
a word of encouragement. She will 
ask him to bring her something from 
t h a clOMt. tfl d ltt r lbula- jnalarlal. 
maybe be responsible for some I 
equipment, A bit ot responjlbiiity 
well carried will go a long way to- 
ward kllllnK the fear that has bred 
this timidity. 

This child usually recites In 
lialt-whlaper. It is uielets tor 1 
teacher to urge "Speak up. We ca: 
hear j-ou." That makes bltn mc 
tearful, abashed at the thought ot 
nil those eyes upon him. Insteai 
the teacher go close to him, lay her 
hand on his shoulder and have 
read or itclte. Her close friendly 
personality itrengihens his, 
. Visit this child's home. Wntch and 
ILiten- If there Ij any t\gn of over- 
dlsclpUne, or hnrjh trealmenl^trr to 
tone It dOB-n by praising the child. 




Should tho parent aay aome thing 
llkft "He'd better be good or he'll 
wish he had." begin wort to toden 
that attitude by winning the par- 
en I'a confidence and alJengthenlng 
his In his own child. 

The teacher ot a daas Is a busy 
penon- She it happy when a child 
makes no trouble. That is natural 
enough- But— tho teacher is respon- 
alble (or the mental health ot her 
pupils as well as tor tho other Im- 
portant matters of the classroom. In 
any case there are tut a few children 
who need close t>erional attention 
as this Utnid child needs It. Any 
teacher can spare the effort 11 takes 
to make that child her friend and to 
be his. Among all the children in a 
big class, tho timid one needs the 
teacher's help and understanding 
the most.
